RETAIL TRADE IN NOVEMBER 


COMPARISON OF 1941 WITH 1940 


To save space the usual introductory paragraphs explain 
ing the method of compiling these statistics * have been 
omitted. The main point to note in this connection is 
that corrections for differences in the number of selling 
days were necessary on most of the schedules for 
November, the number of selling days in the calendar 
month being one less in 1941 than in 1940. 


SALES 


The unusual difficulties faced by retailers in the autumn 
and winter of 1940 make it necessary to treat comparisons 
with that period cautiously. As in recent months, the 
month to month movement revealed in the table of index 
numbers is of more importance than changes from the 
corresponding period of 1940 and these indexes are there- 
fore considered first.

Normally there is little difference between the value of 
sales in October and in November. Although in both 1939 
and 1940 November sales fell substantially, in 1941 the 
difference was once again slight, the November index of 
102 being only 1 point lower than the October figure. The 
drop in 1940 was in part attributable to earlier buying in 
anticipation of the purchase tax, which came into force on 
21 October. District movements this year exceeded 2 
points in three districts, the North Kast (116 to 120), the 
North-West (112 to 116) and Central and West End London 
(71 to 65). The fall last mentioned is the only significant 
movement, sales in Central and West End London being 
normally considerably greater in November than in October. 

The index for food and perishables remained stationary 
at 107, the same level as a year ago, when there was like- 
wise no change from October. Changes were slight in the 


various districts apart from a decrease of 6 points in Scot-. 
| land and a considerable advance, 73 to 86, in Central and 
’ ’ 


West End London, where, it will be remembered, the sample 
differs in certain respects from those available for other 
parts of the country. These changes are due essentially 
to the figures recorded for these areas in October being 
relatively high and low respectively. 

Other merchandise also changed little as a whole between 
October and November, the index falling by 1 point to 97, 
this being in accordance with the normal pre-war move- 
ment for the time of year. The largest district rise was in 
the North-East, 114 to 123, and the largest fall in Central 
and West-End London, from 69 to 61. The apparel index 
was 5 per cent. below that for October. Slight increases 
were recorded for Scotland, the North-East and the North- 
West and a larger one (76 to 82) for Suburban London, but 
the other districts showed significant falls, especially 
Central and West-End London (17 per cent.)._ A comparison

of the level of apparel sales in the period June-November 
with the corresponding sales in January-May is given for 
each year 1936-41 in the following table, to illustrate the 
extent to which value (though not volume) of sales has been 
affected by coupon rationing.

It may be noted that the percentage for 1941 given in the 
last line has remained unchanged for the periods June- 
September, June-October and June-November. The 
average monthly value of sales since rationing started has 
been 8 per cent. below the January-May average (implying 
a fall of perhaps some 15 per cent. in volume, and a still 
greater one in number of garments) whereas in peace-time 
it was normally between 8 and 9 per cent. higher. For 
November alone the value was 9 per cent. below the 
January-May level, implying a fall in volume of nearly 
20 per cent., in place of the usual rise oi over i2 per cent. 
The available information suggesis that the average amount 
spent per coupon was about the same in November as in 
October. 

The index for household goods was 80 in November as 
compared with 89 in October, the only district increase 
being one of a single point for Suburban London. The fact 
that the index for non-food merchandise as a whole fell 
by less than either of its principal constituents shows that 
there has been the usual pre-Christmas increase in purchases 
of sports and travel goods, fancy goods and other articles 
not included in either sub-index. 

COMPARISON WitH TweLve Montus HARLIER 

November.—The average value of daily sales reported in 
November was 1-2 per cent. lower in 1941 than in 1940, the 
corresponding figure for October (12-1 per cent.) being 
affected by pre-purchase tax buying in 1940. The decrease 
was small, and expenditure on consumption goods in the 
month of November has stood at practically the same level 
(in terms of money value) for four successive years. Those 
sales which could be allocated to districts rose insignificantly 
in Scotland and substantially in London, particularly in the 
Central and West-End area where an increase of 21-6 per 
cent. was recorded. The largest decrease was 7-2 per cent. 
in the South of England. 

Food and perishables, amounting to roughly 56 per cent. 
of the total value reported in November, decreased frac- 
tionally (0-4 per cent.) from a year earlier. Apart from 
London, where the Central and West End sample is peculiar, 
only Scotland showed any increase (2-6 per cent.). The rise 
of 35-1 per cent. in Central and West-End London is

attributable partly to a fall in 1940 (though this was not as 
large as the corresponding one in the Suburbs) and partly 
to the peculiarities of the sample which make it liable to 
severe fluctuations. The decreases in Provincial England 
and Wales were narrow in range, the lowest being 1-9 per 
cent. in the North-West and the greatest 3-7 per cent. in 
the South of England. Sales not allocated to districts fell 





by 3:8 per cent. so that their distribution among the seven 
districts would make these comparisons somewhat less 
favourable. 

Other merchandise declined by 2:3 per cent. There was 
a marked difference between London and the Provinces, 
due not so much to different circumstances this year as tq 
conditions in 1940. Sales in Central and West-End London

rose by 16°8 per cent. and those in the Suburban area by 
7-7 per cent.; while in the Provinces decreases, apart 
from the fall of 11-8 per cent. in the South of England, 
varied between 2-0 and 3-9 percent. The fall in unallocated 
sales (1-5 per cent.) was slightly smaller than the figure 
for Great Britain as a whole, so that the district figures 
have, if anything, a downward bias. Of the various main 
categories of merchandise tabulated only three showed 
higher sales this year than last. The increase was note- 
worthy in furnishing departments, being not only con- 
siderable (20-0 per cent.) but widespread, the North East 
being the only district where sales contracted. The large 
increases, 67-4 per cent. and 88-2 per cent., respectively 
recorded for the two London areas contrast with decreases 
of roughly 43 per cent. each a year ago. The rise of 28-9 per 
cent. in the sub-category of household piece-goods is 
probably connected with the same causes as the advance 
in furnishing departments. The increase of roughly 5} per 
cent. in fancy departments is probably due for the most 
part to the extent to which the articles covered are liable 
to the highest rate of purchase tax and to the high propor- 
tion of luxury goods possessing scarcity value and uncon- 
trolled in price. The similar rise in miscellaneous and unal- 
located goods cannot be related to any specific cause or 
causes owing the heterogeneous character of the category. 
February-November.—Total daily sales for the ten months 
February-November were 3-7 per cent. lower than a year 
earlier, being about the same as in the corresponding period 
of 1939. The money spent by the public in retail shops as 
a whole appears therefore to have been little if any less 
in 1941 than in 1939, however restricted the actual quantity 
and quality of the goods available for purchase. Sales of 
food and perishables fell by 1-5 per cent. in comparison 
with 1940 but rose slightly compared with 1939. Only in 
Suburban London were sales this year recorded as falling 
below the 1940 level, but as the fall in unallocated food 
sales has been considerable, it is probable that there were 
small declines in other areas as well. Other merchandise 
declined by 6°8 per cent. from 1940 and by about 1 per 
cent. from 1939. The fall from 1940 was shared by all 
seven districts and there were no wide variations. Only 
three of the nine main categories in the table reached a 
higher figure this year than last, the increases amounting 
to 5-8 per cent. for fancy departments, 2-7 per cent. for 
piece-goods and 1-4 per cent. for miscellaneous and unal- 
located goods. Decreases exceeded 10 per cent. in women’s 
wear, men’s and boys’ wear and furnishing departments.

STOCKS * 


At the end of November the total value of stocks at cost 
was 21-9 per cent. higher than at the same date in 1940 
and approximately 38 per cent. higher than the corre- 
sponding figure in 1938 (41 per cent. in October and 43 per 
cent. in September). The increases from 1940 were much 
larger in the Provinces than in London, all the four Pro- 
vincial areas of England and Wales showing advances of 
about 28 per cent. The small increase of 1-5 per cent. in 
Suburban London followed one of 22-5 per cent. in Novem- 
ber 1940, when other districts showed either much smaller 
increases or actual declines. Stocks of food and perishables 
were lower than in 1940 by 7-2 per cent. This is much 
smaller than the reductions recorded since the end of May, 
the relative improvement being associated with the points 
rationing scheme, in connection with which stocks of tinned 
meats, etc., held centrally were distributed to the shops. 
Stocks of other merchandise rose by 26-9 per cent. In the 
majority of the separate categories tabulated stocks were 
very much higher than a year ago, the rise exceeding 20 per 
cent. in all but furnishing departments, sports and travel 
goods and miscellaneous and unallocated goods, for which 
declines of 3-2 per cent., 25-0 per cent. and 23-3 per cent., 
respectively, were recorded. The expansion in women’s 
wear was no less than 48-9 per cent., a figure far in excess 
of any other category, but stocks were very low a year ago. 

In the present circumstances the month to month 
movement of stocks is in some respects more valuable 
than the comparison with the corresponding month of the 
previous years. Unfortunately the sample of stocks 
reported has never afforded a satisfactory basis for a 
continuous series of index numbers. It is possible, however, 
to compare the stocks of retailers reporting in both of two 
adjacent months and such a comparison of apparel stocks 
in October and November showed no great difference 
between the two months, The movements for the four 
categories concerned were approximately a fall of 3} per 
cent. for dress materials and rises of 1 per cent. for women’s 
wear, 24 per cent. for men’s and boys’ wear and 4} per 
cent. for boots and shoes. Similar comparisons made at 
the end of the previous two months also showed only very 
small changes, and it seems that stocks of these rationeg 
goods are remaining very stable.

FOREIGN EXCHANGES IN 194] 


MOVEMENTS OF THE PRINCIPAL CURRENCIES 


The only change in the principal controlled exchange rates quoted in London in 1941 was the moving of the 
quotation for the Argentine peso from 17-02 to 17-04 on 23 January. The Japanese yen ceased to be quoted on 
26 July, when Japanese assets were blocked. 

The Shanghai dollar rate tended to decline from an average of about 34d. in January to 33d. in July; in 
August the rate fell to a record low level of 2$d., but the operations of the Chinese Currency Stabilisation Fund then 
raised it to 3;d., though exchange could only be obtained at this rate for permitted transactions. From 29 August 
to 6 December the rate was 32;d., but subsequently Shanghai was not quoted, the rate being replaced by that 
for the Chinese national dollar, which was called 23d. to 38d. on the 8th and also the 31st, but in the intervening 
period the only quotation was 34d. sellers. The monthly average of the New York free market rates varied only 
between 4-033 and 4-038 except for April when it was 4-027. 

The quotations shown in the following table are the monthly averages of the daily closing rates for telegraphic 
remittances, the particulars used being those given in the “ Financial Times.” The rates are the British official ones 
except in the case of Shanghai, which was a free market rate until 19 August and then the official rate at which 
sterling was sold by the Chinese Stabilisation Fund.

The small increase between October and November was 
rather less than the corresponding movement in the four 
years before the war. As compared with a year earlier, 
receipts in November showed a rise of 7-4 per cent. (7-8 per 
cent. in October), postal charges being the same in all 
relevant months. 


INDEX NUMBERS OF WHOLESALE 
TRADING IN TEXTILES 


In the following table are given the index numbers of 
wholesale trading in textiles in November, with compara- 
tive figures for earlier periods, the index numbers relating 
to (1) sales for the Home Trade, (2) sales for Export and 
(3) the value of stocks at the end of the month, based on 
average monthly sales or stocks in 1937 = 100. The 
figures, which are compiled by the Wholesale Textile 
Association in collaboration with the Bank of England, do 
not include the turnover of all the wholesale textile houses, 
but practically all the important houses in the large centres 
of distribution are normally contributors. The particulars 
relate to all classes of textile goods, including wearing 
apparel for men, women and children, as well as furnishings, 
and in computing the value of sales or stocks the purchase

tax has been omitted. In view of the appreciable rise in 
price which has occurred for a number of textile goods since 
the outbreak of war, the figures should not be taken as 
representing the volume of goods sold or in stock. 

Owing to war-time disturbances the sample has become 
less representative than it used to be. The index numbers 
tend to be too high as a measure of the total trade of the 
country because they make no allowance for the reduced 
sales of firms which have failed to send in returns as a result 
of enemy action. 

The index for total trade, previously published, has been 
omitted in favour of the index of stocks ; as exports only 
account for a small part of the trade of the reporting 
houses the index for total trade is virtually the same as 
that for home trade.

There is normally a fall of some 10 per cent. in the index 
for home trade between October and November, whereas 
this year there has been a slight rise. As was pointed out 
last month, however, sales in September and October did 
not show their usual rise compared with the earlier months 
of the year, mainly as a result of clothes rationing. Taking 
the last three months together, as representing winter 
deliveries, the rise compared with the average of the pre- 
vious eight has been only 13 per cent., even in value, against 
a pre-war normal of about 50 per cent. The fall in stocks 
during these three months has been comparatively slight— 
less in fact than is usual in peace-time—which suggests 
that the relatively low level of sales is due mainly to reduced 
demand rather than inability to supply. 

Comparisons with last year are rendered almost meaning- 
less by the high deliveries made in September and October 
1940 to forestall the purchase tax, which were naturally 
followed by low ones in November.

OILS: REVOCATION OF “EMPIRE” 
OPEN GENERAL LICENCE 


Notice to Importers No. 147 


The Board of Trade announce that from 15 January the Open 
General Licence permitting the importation without separate 
licences of “ Essential Oils, natural or synthetic, including ter- 
peneless oils, and mixtures thereof” from the British Empire, 
Palestine and Transjordan, the Free French Colonies, the Belgian 
Congo and Ruanda-Urundi has been revoked. 

From that date separate licences will be required but this will 
not apply to goods which are proved to the satisfaction of the 
Commissioners of Customs and Excise to have been dispatched

imported into the United Kingdom before 15 March 1942. 

The attention of importers is directed to the fact that the

Applications to import Essential Oils from countries previously 
covered by the Open General Licence should be made on the 
standard form, copies of which may be obtained from the Import 
Licensing Department, Board of Trade, 1-6 Tavistock Square, 
London, W.C.1, or from the offices of the Collectors of H.M.

Department: they will be considered outside the import licensing 
scheme at present in operation for the import of Essential Oils 
from other countries.

ADDITIONS TO “BLACK LIST ” 


The Board of Trade have made the Trading with the Enemy 
(Specified Persons) (Amendment) (No. 22) Order, 1941 (S. R. & 
O. 1941 No. 2084, price 4d.), which came into force on 6 January. 
It contains 391 additions to the “ Black List ” of traders in 
neutral countries with whom it is unlawful to have dealings of any 
kind. 


DEBTS OWING TO PERSONS IN THE UNITED 
KINGDOM FROM PERSONS IN JAPAN, CHINA, 
INDO-CHINA AND THAILAND, ETC. 


In view of the state of war existing between this country and 
Japan, the Register of Enemy Debts compiled by the Finance 
Department of the Board of Trade is extended to include all 
debts and other monies owing to persons in the United Kingdom 
from persons who by reason of the application of the Trading 
with the Enemy Act, 1939, to Japan and territories in Japanese 
occupation become enemies. 

The provisions-of the Trading with the Enemy Act now 
extend to the Empire of Japan, comprising Japan proper, 
Korea, Formosa, Karafuto, Kwantung Leased Territory, and 
the Japanese Islands in the Pacific, including those under 
Japanese mandate, and to Manchuria, Indo-China, the occupied 
areas of China, and to Thailand. 

For reasons of convenience the Register of Enemy Debts is 
extended to include also debts and other monies owing from 
persons in other parts of China which comply with the following 
conditions: Notwithstanding that certain areas of China 
(including the International Settlement and the French Con- 
cession at Shanghai, and British Concessions elsewhere) may 
now be or become enemy territory by reason of being in the 
occupation of Japan, authority has been given on behalf of the 
Treasury to United Kingdom bankers to make payments in 
certain cases from accounts of residents in China including any 
in those areas (other than Japanese subjects or concerns and 
residents of Manchuria), provided that express permission from 
the Bank of England for such payment bearing date subsequent 
to 7 December 1941 has been obtained. Until it is clear that 
payment in settlement of a debt from a person in China (other 
than a Japanese subject or concern or someone in Manchuria) is 
overdue, and that authority for payment out of the debtor’s 
account or on his behalf has been sought and refused, or while 
the matter is under examination by the appropriate Department, 
such a debt should not be registered with the Board of Trade in 
pursuance of this Notice. 

“* Person ”’ in this Notice includes companies and partnerships. 


REGISTER OF BRITISH PROPERTY IN 
TERRITORY OF STATES AT WAR WITH 
HIS MAJESTY 


The Board of Trade announce that real and personal property 
situated in Bulgaria, Finland, Hungary, Roumania and in Japan 
and the Japanese Empire, belonging to persons and companies 
of British nationality resident or registered in the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern Ireland, is now eligible 
for inclusion in the Register of British property in enemy terri- 
tory, which has hitherto been confined to such property in 
German and Italian territory. 

If any doubt arises as to whether any particular property is 
situated within the boundaries of one or other of the above- 
named countries the advice of the Board of Trade (Finance 
Department) should be sought before making the return. 

Returns for the Register should be rendered on the requisite 
Form P, which may be obtained by personal application, or in 
writing, from the Assistant Secretary for Finance, Board of 
Trade, New Oxford House, Bloomsbury Way, London, W.C.1. 


CLOTHING FOR LOCAL AUTHORITIES 
AND CERTAIN OTHER BODIES 


Arrangements for the supply of rationed and controlled goods 
coupon-free and quota-free to local authorities and other bodies 
have been slightly modified by General Licences and Directions 
(S. R. & O. 1941 Nos. 2112-6, price 2d.), which now replace the 
Fifth Schedule of the old Consumer Rationing Order. 

Any trader may supply rationed goods coupon-free to any of

the following organisations, subject to obtaining from each a 
specified form of declaration signed by an authorised repre- 
sentative of the organisation :— 

(a) Local Authorities.* 

(b) British Red Cross Society *; Order of St. John of 
Jerusalem *; Personal Service League, St. Andrew’s 
Ambulance Association*; Ulster Gift Fund, War 
Organisation of the British Red Cross and Order of St. 
John *; W.V.S. 

(c) Crown Agents for the Colonies; Government Office, Isle 
of Man*; Institutions which are members of the 
National Association of Workshops for the Blind, or of 
the Joint Industrial Advisory Committee of Scottish 
Institutions for the Blind; Receiver for the Metro- 
politan Police District * ; Royal Navy and Royal Marine 
Sports Control Board.

of traders not so registered; Unrationed goods made from 
rationed material ; Recall of Declaration when order is not fully 
executed ; Resale of rationed goods; Overalls; and “ Other 
organisations.” 


MACHINERY, PLANT AND APPLIANCES 
CONTROL 


A new Order, the Machinery, Plant and Appliances (Control) 
Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1, price 2d.), came into force 
on 1 January 1942. It replaces the whole of the previous 
Machinery and Plant (Control) Orders and Machinery, Plant 
and Appliances (Control) Orders (S. R. & O. 1940 Nos. 875, 
1363 and 2179, and 1941 Nos. 516, 778, 1063 and 1610) with the 
exception of the three General Licences t (S. R. & O. 1941 
Nos. 777, 1164 and 1392), and embodies certain amendments and 
additions. 

The new provisions have the effect of subjecting to licence 
machinery and plant for dyeing made-up goods and of exempting 
from licences (a) machinery, etc., supplied to a manufacturer of 
machinery or plant not included in the Schedule to the Order 
and for use with any such machinery, etc. which is made or in 
course of construction, and (b) prime movers or electrical 
machinery or plant for driving machinery or plant for the supply . 
of which a licence has been granted under the Orders and for 
which driving means is not already available. 

Application forms for licences to acquire machinery, plant or 
appliances falling within the Schedule to the Order may be 
obtained from the Industrial Supplies Department, Machinery 
Licences Division, Board of Trade, 1-6 Tavistock Square, 
London, W.C.1. 


CONTROL OF TOILET AND PERFUMERY | 
PREPARATIONS 


The Board of Trade recently made the Limitation of Supplies 
(Toilet Preparations) (No. 2) Order, 1941 (see the “‘ Board of 
Trade Journal” of 1 November 1941, page 264), in order to 
secure more equitable operation of quota control and to check 
Black Market activities in these products. 

A booklet, ‘‘ Toilet and Perfumery Preparations,” is now on 
sale and may be ordered from any bookseller, price 2d., or direct 
from H.M. Stationery Office, York House, Kingsway, London, 
W.C.2, price 3d., post free. 

The booklet explains in simple terms the position of manu- 
facturers, wholesalers and retailers under the new Order, and 
deals with such matters as the supply of cosmetics made up by 
retail chemists and the use of toilet preparations in hairdressing 
establishments. 

A convenient subject index makes reference to any particular 
point an easy matter, and all who are affected by the Order 
should obtain a copy. 


RUBBER CONTROL BOARD 


The Ministry of Supply announces that the constitution of 
the Rubber Control Board is as follows :—

CONTROL OF BICHROMATES 


CorreEcTEeD NoTIcE 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of Bichromates 
(No. 1) Order, 1941 (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1818, price 1d.), con- 
trolling the prices of commercial grade Sodium and Potassium 
Bichromates in quantities of not less than 1 cwt. (The words in 
italics were inadvertently omitted from the original notice.) 


CONTROL OF LEATHER 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of Leather 
(No. 3) Order, 1941 (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 2137, price 1d.), by 
which he has taken fuller powers to control supplies of leather 
capable of being used for the bottoms of footwear. 

The Order makes the acquisition of bottom leather subject to 
licence. Certain quantities of bottom leather may be acquired 
without licence by footwear repairers, and by any person for the 
repair by him of his own household’s footwear. Leather for 
Government contracts is also exempted. 

The Control of Leather (No. 1) Order, 1939 (see the “ Board of 
Trade Journal ’’ of 9 November 1939, page 673), is revoked. 


CONTROL OF NON-FERROUS METALS 
CADMIUM 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of Non-Ferrous 
Metals (No. 6) (Cadmium) Order, 1941 (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 2090, 
price 1d.), which came into force on 1 January 1942. 

This Order provides that no person (other than a consumer 
of 10 Ibs. or less per month) shall acquire cadmium-bearing ores, 
concentrates or residues, or cadmium in the form of ingots, 
sticks or rods, or scrap material containing more than 50 per 
cent. of cadmium, excepting under the authority of a licence. 
Scrap which will not be treated beyond cleaning, crushing or 
sorting, is exempted from this provision. Cadmium anodes of 
ball type and imported anodes of plate type are also made 
subject to licence on sale or disposal. 

The Order fixes a maximum price of 5s. 4d. a lb. for cadmium 
ingots, sticks and rods, delivered to buyers’ premises in lots of 
1 cwt. or more. For smaller quantities a maximum of 5s. 6d. 
per lb. has been fixed.

NICKEL 


The Minister of Supply has also made the Control of Non- 
Ferrous Metals (No. 7) (Nickel) Order, 1941 (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 
2091, price ld.), which came into force on 1 January 1942. 

The Order provides that no person (other than a consumer of 
not more than 1 cwt. per month) shall acquire unwrought nickel, 
alloys containing not less than 90 per cent. of nickel, and any 
scrap material (other than iron and steel scrap) containing more 
than 5 per cent. of nickel, excepting under the authority of a 
licence issued by the Minister. Scrap which will not be treated 
beyond cleaning, crushing or sorting, is exempted from this 
provision.

CONTROL OF TIMBER 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of Timber 
(No. 21) Order (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 2088, price 1s. 6d. and 
Directions Nos. 1-6 (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 2089, price 1d.) which 
came into force on 5 January 1942. 

Their primary purpose is to provide uniform prices for National 
Stock Imported Timber, ex wharfingers’ yard, in place of prices 
varying with the cost of transport from the port to those yards. 
The general level of prices remains unchanged, but certain 
adjustments have been made to remove anomalies and facilitate 
the substitution of one timber for another. The provision of 
these uniform prices is effected by adding to the Fixed Basis 
Price an “ equalisation charge ” as follows :— 

(1) On telegraph poles—7} per cent. of the fixed basis price ; 

(2) On softwood priced per cu. ft.—5d. per cu. ft. ; 

(3) On all other softwood—£3 5s. per standard ; and 

(4) On hardwood—3d. per cu. ft. 
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The following prices are continued in force :— 

(1) For Private Opening Stock—prices as printed in the First 
Schedule to the Control of Timber (No. 13) Order (see the 
‘“* Board of Trade Journal” of 4 July 1940, page 8) which 
with slight modifications in the Instructions is retained in 
use by reference to it in the (No. 21) Order ; 

(2) for Plywood—prices as printed in the Schedule to the Control 
of Timber (No. 16) Order, 1940 (see the “‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 15 August 1940, page 108); and 

(3) for Home-grown timber—prices as printed in the Schedule to 
the Control of Timber (No. 17) Order, 1940, as amended by 
the Nos. 18 and 19 Orders (see the ‘“‘ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 5 September 1940, page 151, and of 6 February 1941, 
page 82). 


Provision s made in the Control of Timber (No. 21) Order 
for the continuance in force of licences granted under previous 
Orders provided such licences are in force. 


CONTROL OF PAPER 


The Ministry of Supply has issued Control of Paper (No. 39) 
Order, 1941 (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 2092, price 1d.), which came 
into force on 5 January 1942. Previous Control of Paper Orders 
have regulated the acquisition or purchase or disposal or sale of 
all pulpwood for paper-making purposes. The new Order 
exempts home produced pulpwood from the provisions of those 
Orders and leaves the acquisitions, etc., of such wood subject to 
the provisions of the Control of Timber (No. 21) Order which 
came into force on the same date. Consumption of home pro- 
duced pulpwood by paper-makers remains subject to the pro- 
visions of the Paper Control Orders. 

The Ministry of Supply has also made the Control of Paper 
(No. 40) Order (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 2121, price 1d.) and the 
Control of Paper (No. 41) Order, 1941 (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 2122, 
price 2d.), by which provision is made for certain small increases 
in the maximum prices of paper as fixed by previous Control of 
Paper Orders. Full details of the increases are contained in the 
Orders, which came into force on 1 January 1942. 


CONTROL OF ROSIN, TURPENTINE AND 
PINE OIL 


Arrangements have been made by the Ministry of Supply for 
the distribution of rosin, turpentine and pine oil for certain 
approved uses. 

Persons desirous of purchasing rosin, turpentine or pine oil 
from the Ministry must make a written application on an 
approved form which can be obtained from the Ministry’s 
Agents, the United Kingdom Naval Stores Association Limited, 
106 Fenchurch Street, London, E.C.3. 

Buyers of quantities of less than 1 drum/barrel (as imported) 
should apply to their usual supplier. 

Maximum prices for these materials have already been 
announced.

Each Local Management Committee is linked with an Area 
or Sub-Area Office of the Ministry of War Transport Road 
Haulage Branch and is responsible to the Pool for the Area or 
Sub-Area dealt with by that office. 


GENERAL RULES GOVERNING REGISTERED PARTICIPANTS 

(1) Participants will assist the Pool with the provision of such 
of their vehicles as are suitable and available and are from time 
to time required for the movement of traffics allocated by the Pool. 

(2) The Management Committees on behalf of the Pool will 
allot to a participant only such traffic as it is estimated he can 
carry on his own available vehicles. Where a participant has 
accepted traffic for carriage and is unable through events beyond 
his reasonable control to carry out his contract or part thereof, 
he shall immediately inform the Pool office concerned and if 
requested shall use his best endeavours to put the Pool office in 
touch with a carrier who is able to complete the contract. 

(3) The Minister of War Transport’s Conditions of Contract 
of Casual Haulage (Tonnage or Job Rates) shall apply to all 
traffics allocated by the Pool to participants. 

(4) Participants shall on all occasions use the official collection, 
delivery and receipt notes issued by the Minister. 

(5) If the Pool are dissatisfied with the manner in which a 
participant carries out his obligations, the Pool may by notice in 
writing terminate his participation, subject to a right of appeal 
to the Minister, whose decision shall be final. 


2ULES GOVERNING SUB-AGENTS 


(1) Sub-agents will be appointed by the Pool in writing subject 
to the approval of the Minister, and such appointment may be 


revoked by the Pool with the approval of the Minister, at any 


time. 

(2) The Pool will entrust traftic to sub-agents for carriage in 
vehicles suitable and available provided by but not owned by 
them. The sub-agent will be responsible for securing the 
acceptance by the owners of the vehicles of the Minister’s Condi- 
tions of Contract of Casual Haulage (Tonnage or Job Rates) and 
no traffic shall be entrusted to any owner without such acceptance 
being first obtained. Such owners must hold a licence to carry 
for hire or reward under an “A” licence or corresponding 
Defence Permit (marked “‘ A”) but need not necessarily be 
registered as participants. Sub-agents shall not provide vehicles 
operated under ‘‘ B” or ‘“‘ ©” licences or corresponding Defence 
Permits (marked ‘‘B” or “‘C’’) unless they have obtained an 
assurance from the Operator concerned that he is not debarred 
from carrying such traffic. 

(3) The official collection, consignment and delivery notes 
issued by the Minister shall be used on all occasions and the name 
of the sub-agent providing vehicles shall be endorsed thereon. 

(4) For the purpose of Paragraph 10 of the Minister's Condi- 
tions of Contract of Casual Haulage (Tonnage or Job Rates) the 
office of the sub-agent shall be deemed to be the Minister’s office. 

(5) The Minister will pay to the sub-agent the gross haulage 
charges subject to deduction for insurance as provided in para- 
graphs 5 and 6 of the Conditions of Contract of Casual Haulage 
(Tonnage or Job Rates), the sub-agent receiving such charges 
as agent for the carriers, and the amounts so paid to him shall be 
remitted by him in full to the carriers, subject only to the deduc- 
tion of commission not to exceed 5 per cent. on the gross haulage 
charges. The sub-agent shall render to the Minister his invoice, 
together with the relative receipt notes, and shall state on the 
invoice the names and addresses of the carriers and the quantity 
of goods carried by each vehicle together with such information 
as to insurance as is necessary to enable the correct deduction to 
be made.

of encouraging export trade. War conditions have greatly 
increased the risks to which exporters are exposed in oversea 
trading, and the Department has put into operation special 
facilities giving them protection ‘against these risks on 
exceptionally favourable terms. 


SHortT-TERM CREDITS 


The standard form of cover is the “ All-In” War Emergency 
policy which covers the exporter from the time he books an order 
until he receives the amount due to him in payment for the goods. 
An exporter who is prepared to insure with the Department the 
whole of his export orders can thus obtain protection against 
loss due to :— 

(a) his buyer’s insolvency ; 

(b) exchange restrictions in the buyer’s country ; 

(c) events such as war in the buyer’s country preventing pay- 

ment for goods shipped or preventing their delivery ; 

(d) additional handling, insurance and freight charges not 

covered by Marine or Government war risk policies 
caused by interruption or diversion (through British 
Government instructions) of the voyage on which the 
goods are shipped. 

The cover at present available is 85 per cent. in the case of 
insolvency of the buyer and 90 per cent. in all other cases. 

The Department also issues a policy which enables exporters 





to quote firm c.i.f. prices some months ahead of shipment. 
Under this guarantee exporters in respect of any c.i.f. trans- 
action are covered against any rise in marine insurance, Govern- 
ment war risk insurance and freight rates occurring within an 
agreed period (normally six months). 

Other policies are available to meet special requirements of 
exporters in particular cases. 


Crepits TO PurcHASERS OF PLANT, MACHINERY, ETO. 

Firms in the engineering and allied industries may be asked 
to give medium-term credits of from one to three years to 
purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether Governments, 
municipalities or private traders. Guarantees in respect 
of such contracts, covering solvency in the case of private 
buyers and the risk of default in the case of Governments, 
municipalities and other public bodies, as well as, in some 
instances, pre-shipment and transfer risks, have been a well-used 
facility in the past. The war has placed obvious restrictions 
on this type of business; but while it may not be possible to 
extend facilities in many cases, the Department will gladly 


,py consider and if possible advise on negotiations in this field. 
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The strictest secrecy is observed in all correspondence and 
transactions.
